containing $30 on May 2, 1910. Porter is now locked up in the county jail, 
having been brought here Sunday evening by Sheriff McDonald. 


The capture of the criminal was the result of months of effort made 


by Prosecutor Klein and Sheriff McOonld, following Porter's forfeiting 
a 


$600 bond, furnished in cash soon after his arrest. 


Porter was arrested with a gang 


of three other men, Harry McClel- 
land, Paul Lawrence and John Davis. 
The first two men were, indicted' by 
the September, 1910, grand jury, and 
served a year in the penitentiary. The 
Davis fellow v/as not indicted and was 
released. Porter furnished cash 'bond 
before the grand jury returned the 
indictments and skipped. 


He will now be held until the next 


session of common pleas court, un- 
less he furnishes bond again and is 
released, which if done, will 
mean 


probably another forfeiture. . 


j For over a year Porter has been 


followed over the United States by 
Pinkerton detectives, following Prose- 
cutor Klein's offering a reward of $100 
for his capture. 


After all expenses have been paid 


including the bond, the capture of the 
"dip"' will aiot cost the taxpayers of 
the county one cent. The $000 for- 
feited bond will pay all expenses.
